Recent  na- 
tional legislation  prevents  the  importation 
of  roses  grown  abroad,  which  means  a short- 
age of  millions  available  in  the  American 
market.  Very  few  rose  establishments  have 
fully  recovered  from  war  conditions  when 
the  production  was  practically  suspended. 
There  has  never  been  such  a scarcity  of 
rose  plants.  In  fact  the  product  is  far  short 
of  the  demand.  We  are  fortunate  in  pre- 
serving our  stock  intact  and  having  today 
more  roses  than  we  have  ever  had  in  our 
history.  Our  advice,  however,  is  to  ORDER 
as  EARLY  as  you  possibly  can  and  if  the 
plants  are  not  wanted  for  immediate  deliv- 
ery they  will  be  reserved  for  you  and  sent 
at  the  proper  planting  season,  or  whenever 
you  direct. 

Heretofore  we  have  issued  larger  and 
more  elaborate  editions  of  our  catalog  than 
is  now  possible  under  the  present  conditions. 
Not  only  the  scarcity  of  paper  prevents  a 
larger  book,  but  the  tremendous  cost — more 
than  four  times  as  much  in  price  as  during 
the  pre-war  period,  is  another  reason  for 
conserving  paper.

We  will  re- 
serve the  plants  for  you  and  ship  at  any 
time  you  desire.  The  proper  planting  time 
is  after  all  danger  of  severe  frost  is  past — 
corn  planting  time. 

Character  of  Stock-How  Sent 

All  our  Roses  are  grown  in  large  pots  or 
crocks  and  when  sent  out  are  in  full  fol- 
iage ready  to  produce  immediate  results. 
They  are  the  best  and  the  only  kind  which 
insures  the  success  of  the  amateur  planter. 
One-year-old  and  special  size  roses,  chrys- 
anthemums, geraniums,  small  ferns,  cannas, 
all  bulbs  and  the  like  are  sent  by  Parcel 
Post — postage  prepaid  unless  advised  to 
ship  by  express  when  the  purchaser  pays 
the  charges;  all  two-year-old  and  star  size 
rose  plants  are  sent  by  express  shipping 
charges  collect. 

If  you  desire  a few  two-year-old  plants 
sent  by  parcel  post  with  soil  on  roots, 
safe  as  by  express,  add  ten  cents  per  plant 
to  pay  postage;  a few  star  size  plants  can 
be  sent  by  parcel  post  aiad  in  such  cases 
add  15  cents  for  single  plants  to  cover 
postage. 

When  sent  by  express  we  leave  a good 
portion  of  the  soil  around  the  roots,  a very 
decided  advantage.  With  years  of  experi- 
ence and  scientific  method  of  packing  we 
send  Rose  plants  safely  all  over  the  civilized 
world.  Our  Rose  plants  may  be  planted  any 
time  because  they  are  always  in  full  growth, 
and  grown  in  a cool  temperature  in  na- 
ture’s own  way.  They  are  not  forced  in  any 
way. 

Canadian  Customers 

Our  first  size  plants  grown  in  pots  3 % 
inches  in  diameter  and  less,  can  be  sent  into 
Canada  at  any  time.  Dormant  shrubs  such 
as  Hydrangeas,  Snowballs  and  two-year- 
old  and  Star  size  Roses  re  admitted  into 
the  Dominion  from  Mrch  15th  to  May  15th 
and  from  October  7th  to  December  7th.  All 
Canadian  shipments  are  at  purchaser’s  risk, 
and  when  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid,  ’ 
so  remit  sufficient  to  pay  express  charges, 
which  would  be  about  15c  per  plant  for  two 
or  three-year-old  Roses. 

Foreign  Orders 

To  countries  where  we  can  send  by  par- 
cel post,  add  25%  for  postage  and  packing. 

Goods  in  Transit 

All  shipments  travel  at  purchaser’s  risk. 
We  prepay  all  shipments  by  Parcel  Post;  all 
shipments  by  express  the  purchaser  pays 


the  shipping  charges.  Very  few  goods  are 
damaged  in  transit.  Our  customers’  inter- 
ests are  our  interests.  We  believe  that  a 
pleased  customer  is  our  best  advertisement, 
so  we  aim  that  each  and  every  customer 
shall  be  well  pleased  and  satisfied.  Ship- 
ments by  Parcel  Post  may  be  insured 
against  damage.  5 cents  will  insure  to  a 
value  of  $25,  which  fee  you  may  send  us  if 
you  desire  shipment  insured. 

Terms  of  Sale 

Your  order  will  be  shipped  immediately 
when  received  unless  you  direst  to  the  con- 
trary. Plants  may  be  cared  for  even  in  the 
coldest  weather  by  covering  them  up  out- 
doors in  a protected  place,  where  they  can 
remain  until  you  are  ready  to  plant  them 
permanently.  The  rest  thus  received  is 
good  for  them.  Therefore  we  will  ship 
your  order  when  it  is  received  unless  you 
direct  to  the  contrary.  We  will  reserve 
plants  for  later  shipment  when  so  directed. 
Delays  occur  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  our 
heaviest  shipping  season,  and  we  ask  our 
friends  to  be  patient  when  we  are  in  this 
great  congestion.  Early  ordering  is  advis- 
able. 

Complaints 

Errors  are  promptly  corrected  but  com- 
plaints must  be  made  within  ten  days  after 
receiving  shipment,  otherwise  they  will  not 
be  entertained.  We  strive, to  have  all  plants 
true  to  name  but  we  do  not  guarantee  it. 
We  give  no  warranty  express  or  implied  as 
to  quality,  productiveness  or  any  other  mat- 
ter of  any  plants,  bulbs  or  seeds  that  we 
send  out  and  we  will  not  be  responsible  for 
the  production.  If  the  purchaser  does  not 
accept  the  goods  on  these  terms  they  must 
at  once  be  returned.  Mistakes  will  occur 
no  matter  how  careful  we  may  be— The 
right  label  will  sometimes  be  attached  to 
the  wrong  plant.  But  the  value  is  always 
represented  in  your  shipment,  in  fact,  we 
endeavor  to  do  a little  better  than  your 
order  calls  for.

How  to  Grow  the  Roses  of  “New  Castle” 


When  to  Plant 

Our  Roses  are  invariably  pot-grown  and 
can  be  planted  at  any  time  during  the  year 
when  the  ground  can  be  dug;  but  the  best 
time  to  plant,  to  use  a homely  comparison, 
is  right  after  corn-planting  time  or  after 
all  danger  of  frost  is  past.  Select,  if  pos- 
sible, the  most  sheltered  and  sunny  loca- 
tion for  planting,  not  too  close  to  large 
trees. 

Unpacking  Plants 

When  the  plants  are  received,  soak  the 
roots  in  lukewarm  water  or  thin  mud  for 
an  hour  or  so  before  planting,  and  when 
they  are  set  in  the  ground  firm  the  soil  well 
around  them  and  protect  from  the  direct 
rays  of  the  sun  for  a few  days  with  news- 
papers or  similar  material.  Water  thor- 
oughly after  you  have  planted  them.  Then 
do  not  water  again  until  the  ground  be- 
comes dry.  If  you  have  a dry  season,  mod- 
erate watering  from  time  to  time  will  prove 
beneficial,  but  do  not  keep  the  ground 
soaked  all  the  time.  Do  the  watering  in 
the  morning. 

Preparation  of  Soil 

Ordinary  good  gardfen  soil  will  grow 
Roses  to  perfection.  Well-rotted  sod  soil 
is  still  better,  to  which  can  be  added  one- 
quarter  well-rotted  cow  manure  or  stable 
manure.  If  you  cannot  secure  that,  then 
use  our  Walker’s  Plant  Food,  which,  as  a 
mailufactured  fertilizer,  cannot  be  improv- 
ed upon.  Price,  2y2  oz.  can,  sufficient  for 
3 gals.,  25c;  5 oz.  can,  sufficient  for  6 gals., 
40c;  12  oz.  can,  sufficient  for  15  gals.,  60c, 
postpaid. 

How  to  Plant 

Spade  the  soil  to  a depth  of  about 
twelve  inches,  mixing  in  the  manure  or 
fertilizer,  and  when  ready  to  plant  set  the 
Roses  about  eighteen  inches  apart,  if  you 
have  the  room,  or  even  twelve  ipches  apart, 
putting  the  roots  well  below  the  surface  of 
the  soil.  Cover  them  completely  with  soil, 
pressing  down  firmly  with  the  foot. 

After  Culture  and  Care 

Water  j;he  newly  set  plants  as  they  seem 
to  need  it,  preferable  in  the  early  morning. 
Insects  will  not  bother  our  vigorous  Roses 
very  much,  but  if  they  do,  keep  the  fo- 
liage clean  by  syringing  with  clear  water. 
The  following  insecticides  are  especially 
recommended:  Kerosene  Emulsion,  To- 

bacco Insecticide  Soap,  Bug  Killer. 


Pruning  Roses 

A safe  guide  for  pruning  one’s  Roses  is  to 
cut  them  back  about  one-half  the  previous 
year’s  growth.  Do  this  in  the  early  spring 
before  they  have  started  to  make  a 
growth.  As  the  plants  bloom,  and  they  will 
bloom  most  profusely  during  the  growing 
season,  get  the  full  benefit  and  enjoyment 
of  the  flowers  by  cutting  them  off.  The 
more  you  cut  them,  the  more  flowers  you 
will  have.  Where  plants  fail  to  mature  the 
buds  which  they  bear,  remove  some  of  the 
undeveloped  buds  . and  enrich  the  soil 
around  the  roots  of  the  plant  with  Walk- 
er’s Plant-Food,  air-slacked  lime,  well 
rotted  cow  manure  or  any  good  fertilizer, 
to  give  the  plant  more  root-action  to  deliver 
its  flowers 

Plants  Dropping  Leaves 

One  point  in  particular  is  that,  when  you 
see  the  leaves  of  the  plants  turning  yellow 
and  perhaps  dropping  off,  after  you  have 
set  them  out,  do  not  take  this  as  a sign 
that  the  plant  will  be  hurt  for  that  is 
simply  Nature’s  own  remedy  of  conserving 
the  vitality  of  the  plant,  and  it  will  throw 
out  new  shoots  far  more  vigorously  than 
the  old  ones  that  have  turned  yellow  and 
have  dropped  off.  If  the  foliage  does  not 
drop  off,  pull  it  off.  It  will  help  the  plant. 

Winter  Protection 

All  Roses  are  benefitted  by  protection 
during  the  winter  whether  they  need  it  or 
not.  It  is  an  inexpensive  and  safe  precau- 
tion. Do  not  cover  the  plants  until  they 
have  had  many  good  hard  frosts.  They 
need  severe  frosts  to  ripen  and  mature 
them  for  their  winter’s  sleep.  Cover  them 
thoroughly  with  leaves,  hay,  straw,  light 
manure,  street  sweepings,  pine  or  cedar 
boughs,  corn  fodder  or  any  protecting  ma- 
terial of  a similar  character,  and  then  do 
not  remove  the  covering  in  the  spring  until 
the  weather  is  settled.
